HE first two suggestions on how to raise revenue for Ar- 
kansas' Centennial celebration next year will meet a 


frosty reception from the people. 


i The Centennial Commission propos- 
ed first that the state levy a special ?1 
fee against automobile drivers, using 
60 per cent of the revenue for Cen- 
tennial plans. 


The alternative scheme is to elimi- 


nate all exemptions from the sales 
ta.x, and use the cx;ra revenue for the 
Centennial. 


Both ideas arc whimsical, unjust, 


and dishonest. 


Both the automobile taxation and 


the general sales tax arc fully pledged 
for future purposes. 


Automobile and gasoline taxation is 


reserved for the construction of high- 
ways and the maintenance of safe- 
guards for the public which travels 
those highway. Any additional driv- 
er's license lax must be for the sole 
purpose of patrolling the roads to catch 
reckless motorists and punish them. 


The sales tax is equally fully pledg- 


ed. Sixty-five per cent goes to the 
schools; 35 per cent to the unemploy- 
ables—imd when the political exemp- 
tions are removed the state is pledged 
to use this extra revenue to reduce 
the state property tax from 8.7 mills 
to G.7 mills. 


These arc fact pledges. Any poli- 


tician who forgets them will lose both 
his own political life and his hope of 
political posterity. 


Money has to be raised for the Ark- 


ansas Centennial—but the gasoline and 
sales tax programs are closed avenues.

WASHlNGTON-(/P)-Thc first fed- 


eral court order favorable to thc gov- 
ernment brought some cheer to the 
Securities Commission Sunday night 
as it confronted an almost solid util- 
ity line-up against tho holding com- 
pany act. 


With midnight thp deadline for ro- 


istralnn of utility companies, only 57 
were shown to have 
complied, and 


most of them under protest or duress. 
The number of companies to register 
included mast of tho major systems. 


Tho court decision was made last 


week by Federal Judge William H. 
Hully of Chicago, but tho first word 
of it reached tho SEC when it was 
found attached to a registration stalc- 
ment of trustees for he reorganization 
of Public Utilities 
Securities Cor- 


poration. 


Judge Holly, directing the trustees 


to register, uphclel tho commission's 
contention that registration, in itself, 
would not impair the ulililies rights. 
One cf Ihe major utility arguments 
against registration has been that it 
was a loyally dangerous step that, 
might lead to their economic death.

peachable source stated Monday night 
(Oriental time) that the Nationalist 
government had 
decided

North China far-reaching powers of 
self-government amounting to auton- 
omy in all but name, as a final move 
to block the secession of the northern 
provinces from the Chinese republic. 


Jap Plans Hit Snag 


PEIPING, China.— (ff>) — Impending 


arrival in Hopei province of China's 
minister of war, Ho-Ying Chin, has 
thrown a new hitch into plans for an 
immediate declaration of North China 
autonomy, reports to the Rengo (Jap- 
anese) News Agency said Sunday 
night. 


Anti-autonomists were hearted by 


reports that General Ho plans admin- 
istrative reforms for the .Northern j 
provinces, aimed at satisfying Japan 
and still preserving sovereignty of the 
central Chinese government, 


Ho's arrival was expected to be fol- 


lowed by a conference of Northern 
leaders to discuss formation of a new 
five-province administrative set-up. 


both belligerents rather than directed 
against one side, as is the League of 
Nation's program of sanctions. 


The 
administration has declared 


embargoes on shipments of actual im- 
plcmentys of war and has sought by 
moral and financial pressure to pre- 
vent abnormal shipments of such ma- 
terials as oil, copper, scrap iron and 
steel, motor trucks and tractors. 


Responsible quarters say that the 


present neutrality law gives the ad- 
ministration no authority to extend 
its flat embargo to embrace essential 
war supplies, a'step which many be- 
lieve to be necessary for any effective 
government control over such ship- 
ments.
